LET'S GO WITH OUR OWN PEOPLE

We suggest that you vote next Tuesday. 

Before you vote we suggest that you consider these thoughts 
concerning proposed annexation of the Porterville Junior College 
district to the Kern Joint Junior College district: 

|. The agreement between the Porterville district and the 
Kern district on which you will vote provides that in the event 
of a favorable annexation vote, Porterville college assets — about 
$2,000,000 worth, go to the expanded Kern district of which Por- 
terville will be a part. In return, the Kern district agrees to ac- 
cept the $2,000,000 worth of assets. That's the agreement. In 
spite of all the talking and writing about the wonderful things that 
annexation will bring to Porterville college, that's the agreement.
